TRICK SHOOTS OFF 
ROAD, HITS TREE 


Vehicle Demolished, Men 
Almost Instantly 
Killed 


Three Lisbon fnen, Robert Morris, 
31 Ray Trunick, 35, and Hairy Cox, 
26 were killed almost instantly at 
6 p m Saturday when Morris' coal 
truck, in which they were riding, 
shot off the highway, Route 30, two 
ten hs of a mile south of Lisbon, 
and .struck a large pine tree. 
All three were coal truck drivers. 
State Highway Patrolmen Robert 
Jones and Jam es 
F. 
White 
said 
that the truck, apparently travel­ 
ing downhill a t a 
high 
rate 
of 
speed, struck the guard rail, travel­ 
ed astride the rail for 36 feet and 
then hurtled a bank to strike the 
tree. 
Truck Demolished 
The impact demolished the truck, 
which was empty of 
coal 
at the 
time, and knocked the top out of 
the huge tree. The tree measured 
6 feet and three inches in circum­ 
ference. 
Al! three victims suffered broken 
necks, multiple fractures of both 
lpgs and internal injuries. Trunick 
and Cox also had fractured skulls. 
The truck hit the tree with such 
force, the officers pointed out, that 
the motor and front wheels wore 
torn loose from the chassis. 
The 
bed of the truck and the cab in 
which the trio 
was 
riding, were 
wrecked. 
There were no witnesses to the 
accident, it was reported. 
The men had been to West Point, 
visiting mines in an effort to line 
up a supply of coal for a new' con­ 
tract which they were negotiating, 
and were returning to Lisbon when 
the tragic accident happened. ..Just 
what caused 
the 
accident is not 
known but state highway patrol­ 
men expressed the opinion that the 
truck might have struck a bump or 
obstacle on the road which threw it 
out of control.
